tempts to recover lands he deeded to 
e Peoria board of education. 
The case came up here on change 


Of venue from the Peoria circuit court 
and is being tried before Judge Guy 
Williams, the youngest circuit judge 
m the state. 


The record of Dougherty's 
petty 
stealings covering a period of twenty 
years rivals the 
tale 
of 
Raffles. 
Dougherty had been president o£ the 
state normal university at Normal, 
state superintendent of public instruc- 
tion, .and superintendent of the-Peoria 
public...schools, holding in the mean- 
time the position as head of the'Na- 
xional Educators' Association,- later 
held by Nicholas Murray Butler and 
other equally famous educators 
He 
was also president of a Peoria bank, 
and this position enabled him to pad 
the pay rolls of the city schools and 
cash the checks without detection. 
During twenty years, accountants esti 
taated he stole over $700,000. 
An obscure bank clerk gave infor- 
mation in 1905 which led to Dough- 
erty's 
arrest 
and indictment. He 
pleaded guilty, was sentenced to the 
Joliet penitentiary and served 
his 
term until paroled in 1912. His bank 
went down in 
the 
crash. 
Other 
equally 
prominent Peorians 
were 
suspected of connection with 
the 
frauds but escaped indictment 
Shortly after Dougherty entered the 
state prison, Eddie Quinn, a convicted 
bank robber .escaped. 
Eddie Tate, 
another convict, was paroled. 
Then 
one morning it was found that the 
safe in the offices of the Peoria school 
board had been blown, and in the fur- 
nace in the building was found -the 
charred remains of papers held as 
evidence against the., convicted school 
head. 
Tate, Quinn and a' third robber, Ed- 
die Fay, were indicted by the Peoria 
county grand jury. Tate was brought 
:o Peoria but escaped from a police- 
man at a hospital where he Was re- 
covering from an illness. He was 
arrested in Chicago on another charge 
and sentenced to Joliet. 
Fay and 
3uinn were never captured. Fay was 
milled in. a running fight following a 
)ig stamp robbery in Virginia. Quinn 
was slain by a village marshal in an 
Ohio city. Before his parole Dough- 
erty turned over to the Peoria board 
extensive land holdings in Arizona, 
Missouri and Wisconsin, and a-suit 
against his bondsmen yielded $25,000. 
After his release Dougherty bega.n 
suit to recover- the lands; He lost 
two suits, and was indicted for for- 
-gery- 'in"-eonnection-<"With'.-therrv-on 
which, charge1 he. was arraigned to-, 
day.Neither 
Dougherty's genius for 
criii-e npr his courage and confidence 
lave {ailed him from the day of his 
arre&t in 1905 until his arraignment 
today.

She said deputies and soldiers 
were searching for her husband "and 
the undersheric attacked her when she 
refused to tell where he was. One 
soldier hit her with his gun, she said, 
and two others fired two shots into 
the door of the kitchen. 
Mr. Esri Pihar, a Hungarian woman, 
said she'was kicked in the ribs and 
beaten by deputies at 
Mohawk on 
Sept.,, 10, then was taken handcuffed 
to Eagle River and lodged in jail, 
where she was kept for one day. She 
did not know what she was charged 
with but said she was found not guil- 
ty. In cross examination ,she denied 
she and three other womes taken at 
the time were arrested for picketing 
and interferfing with non-union men.

Combines Recreation, and Study Fea

.ment or the University of \Viscpnsin 
and TWr. Perkins is a member of tli« 
architectural firm of Perkins, Fel 
lows and Hamilton of Chicago. F.o 
the past five years this firm lias plan 
tied the -school houses 
for Chicago 
and vicinity. Mr. Perkins has also 
had charge of the plans for all of the 
field houses used as recreation cen 
tiers .'.in that city. He has recentlj 
combined the ideas of school and re 
creation buildings and his latest ef 
forts, have been directed-toward male 
ing a school house that would,fulfil! 
the two-fold purpose of a daib" schoo1 
a'nd nightly congregating place tor the 
citizens of the community. In this he 
has been very successful and is no\\ 
drawing plans for several communi- 
ties which will allow them to erect a 
building that 
will serve 
both . pur- 
poses at an expense no greater than 
that of an ordinary school house of. 
the same size. 
Among the features 
of this new plan are, a moving picture 
theatre, which in the day time serves 
as the main assemly 
room, and an 
enormous stage in connection 
with 
this auditorium, separated in the day 
time by a' sliding wall and used as a 
room . for the kindergarten work. 
In 
this plan there will be a great sav- 
ing of space and expense. 
Professor Ward is the father of the 
idea that the school house should be 
the clearing house for political ideas. 
He would have regular nightly meet- 
ihes in -every school house in 
the 
community for the purpose of getting 
the citizens to take a more active in- 
terest in political matters. In 
the 
Chicago Tribune of Friday, February 
20. he. is quoted 
as 
saying, "The 
schoolh.ouse should 
.be used for the 
education of. children, tor the recrea 
tion of the youth, and for the political 
instruction and training of t.he adult 
The steel trust spent $70,000,000' for 
a, great plant at Gary and run it day 
and night. 
This is 
efficiency. 
The 
city of Chicago has about $70,000,000 
invested in her school h.ouses and uses 
them .less than one-half of the time 
This is inefficiency." 
While Professor Ward was in this 
city yesterday, he said. "Perkins is a 
great architect. He has dons a greal 
deal by combining these two ideas of 
school a'nd congregating places for 
adults in the same building. I am 
going to try 
to get him 
identified 
with our extension department, in or- 
der that he may aid the people of xli"- 
fererit communities in laying plans 
for their .future school buildings anc 
in remodeling their old buildings. He 
caiim to Madison on the invitation of 
the board of commerce to draw 
uj:

cial center idea, may lie wr.ought into 
the school system.
